The alternative lies in the physical ex­ 
haustion of the one or the other party or per­ 
haps of both, a condition which in effect ended 
the ten years’ war by the truce of Zanjohn. 
The pro pect of such a protraction and con­ 
clusion of the present strife is a contingency

to be contemplated with 
equanim ity 
bv the civilized world nnd lea©t of ail by the

are, deeply and Intimately by It* very exist­ 
ence. 
Realizing thl* it appears to be rny duty 
In a slplrlt of true friendliness, 
no less to 
Spain than to >he Cubans who have so much 
to lose by the prolongation of the Struggle, to 
set k to brir.g about an Im m ediate term ination 
of the w ar 
\ r n i i * t i < ' o I’ r o i M i x e i l . 
To this end I subm itted on the 27th ultimo, 
ns a result of m uch representation and corre­ 
spondence, throught the United States m inister 
nt Madrid, propositions to the Spanish govern­ 
m ent looking to an arm 1st lee until Oct. I, 
for the promulgation of j*enoe. In addition, I 
ashed the Im m ediate revocation of the order 
of m w ie e n tra tlo n , so as to permit the : eople 
to retu rn to th eir farm s and the needy to 1*> 
relieve* with provisions nnd supplies from tho 
United 
States, 
operating 
with 
the 
Spanish 
authorities so as to afford full 
relief. 
The 
icply of the Spanish cabinet w as received on 
the night of tho .'list ultimo. It offers as the 
mean* to t.rlng about pence in Cuba to confide 
the preparation tl* :e o f to the Insular depnrt- 
n ent, Inasm uch as the concurrence of th at 
l*xij would be neceam ry to ranch a final result, 
It being, however, understood that the powers 
reserved by the constitution to the central gov­ 
ernment arc not lessened or diminished.

fourth of May next, the Spanish government 
would not object for Its pert to accept at

tlce. The propositions submitted hy Gen. Wood­ 
ford and the reply of the Spanish government 
w ire both In the form of brief memoranda*, 
the texts of which are before me, and a re 
substantially In t i e language above given.

function of the Cuban parliam ent in the m a t­ 
ter of " p r e ja r i r g " peace nnd the m atter of 
Its doing so are not expressed in the S:*anlsh 
m em orandum ; but from Hen. Woodford's 
ex­ 
planatory reports of prelim inary discussions 
preceding the final conference it t* understood 
tl a t the Spanish government stands ready to 
give the Insular congress full powers to settle 
the term s of peace with the Insurgents, w h eth ­ 
er by direct negotiation or Indirectly by m eans 
of legislation does not appear 
With this last overture in the direction of 
Im mediate peace and it* disappointing recep­ 
tion by Spain the executive was brought to 
the end of hi* effort.

Thereupon 1 reviewed t h e s e altern ativ es in 
the light of President Grant's~in<'a»ured words, 
uttered in 1875, when, after seven years’ of 
sanguinary, destructive and cruel b arb arities 
In Cuba, he reached t h e eon lusiop th at the 
recognition of the Independence of Cuba was 
Im practicable nnd indefeasible, and th at th# 
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r* 'ognitton of belligerence was not warranted 
by the facts, according t<> the test of public 
Jaw. 
I comment* 1 •specially upon the latt*-r 
aspect of the question, jointing out the In- 
c< nvenlence and positive danger* of a recogni­ 
tion of belligerency which, while adding to the 
already onerous burden* of neutrality within 
our own jurisdiction, could not tn any way 
«x!*rel our Influence or effective office© In the 
territory of hostilities. N othing has since oc­ 
curred to change my view in this regard, and, 
J rec- grilze a* fully now a* then th at the 
issuance of a proclamation of neutrality, by 
which ptocers the so-called recognition of bel­ 
ligerency Is published, eouJd of Itself and u n ­ 
attended by other action, ac< *.mjillsh nothing 
toward the one end for which we labor- the 
Irwda’it pacification of Du ha and tho cessation 
of the misery that, atllicts the Island. T urning 
to the question of recognition a t this time, 
the Independence of the j*res*»nt Insurgent gov­ 
ernm ent In Cuba, wi 
fir 1 r i f e precedents In 
our history from an *atiy day. They are well 
sum m ed up in President Jaek^or.’s nnuoage to 
congrees, Dec 
21, 18.PS, on the subject of the 
recognition of the Independence of Texas.

s a id : 
"In all the contfst* th at have arisen out of 
the revolutions of France, out of the disputes 
(•dating to ihe * r» w» of Portugal and Spain, 
out *1 the reparation of the Am erican j« rses­ 
sions of both from the European government*, 
nnd out of the num erous and constantly or.

Thereupon Andrew Jackson proceeded to con­ 
sider the risk th at there m ight be imputed to 
tin* United State*’ m otives of selfish interests 
In view of the form er claim of our part to 
til** territory of T exas and of the avowed j>ur- 
puse of the Texans In seeking recognition of 
Independence as an Incident to Ihe incorpora­ 
tion of Texas In tlie union; concluding thus: 
"Prudence, therefore, seems to dictate th a t 
we should still stand aloof and m aintain our 
present attitude. If not until Mexico itself, 
or one of the great foreign power* shall recog­ 
nize the Independence of the new government, 
a t least until the lapse of time or the course 
of events shall have proved beyond cavil or 
dispute the ability of the people of t ’uai coun­ 
try to m aintain th eir separate sovereignty and 
to uphold the governm ent constituted by them. 
N either of the contending parties can Justly 
complain of this course.

T hese are th e w ords of the resolute nnd 
patriotic Jackson. They arc evidence th a t tho 
U nited States In addition to the test imposed 
by public law a s the condition of the recog­ 
nition of the Independence by a neutral state, 
to-w lt: that the revolted sta te shall constitute 
In fact a body politic, having a go vert mien t in 
su b s tn re e as well a* In name, composed of the 
elem ents of stability and 
forming do facto 
" if left to itself a sta te am ong the nation* 
reasonably caj>able of discharging the duties 
of a sta te ,” ha* imposed for its own goverance 
In dealing w ith oases like these fu rth er con­ 
dition th at the recognition of Independent s ta te ­ 
hood 
io not due 
to a revolted dependency 
until tho danger of It* being again subjugated 
by the parent s ta te lias entirely passed awoy. 
The extrem e test w as in fact applied In the 
case of Texas. 
The congre** to whom President

The spirit of all our \ ts 
hith erto has been an earnest, unselfish desire 
for peace and prosperity in Duba, untarnished 
by differences between us and Spain, and u n ­ 
stained by the blood of American citizens. 
T h e F o r c i b l e I n t e r v e n t i o n 
of the United States as a neutral to ston the 
w ar. according to the large dictates of h u ­ 
m anity and following m any historical prece­ 
dents w here neighboring states have interfered 
to chock the hopeless sacrifice of life by tr.ter- 
neoene conflicts beyond t l t i r borders, io ju s ti­ 
fiable on rational grounds. It involves, however, 
hostile constraint upon one of the parties to 
the contest as well to enforce a truce as to 
guide the eventual rettlcment. 
T h : grounds for such intervention m ay be 
briefly sum m arized a s follows:

In this view, in the earlie r days of the

Tn view of these facts and tl ese considera­ 
tions, I ask the congress to a u th o rize nnd em- 
poweu the president to take m easu res to se­ 
cure a full and complete term in atio n of hos­ 
tilities betw een the governm ent of Spain and 
the people of Cuba, and to secure in the island 
the establishm ent of a stable governm ent, cap­

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Washington, April 14—The burdon of 
responsibility for the next move in the 
Spanish crisis having been shifted by 
the 
president’s 
message 
upon 
tho 
shoulders of congress, the capitol be­ 
came the storm center, with the for­ 
eign affairs 
committee 
of tho two 
houses as tile foci. 
The struggle in 
each committee w as’ loup and bitter, 
with this marked difference between 
that at the senate wing and that at 
the house win* of the capitol—in the 
senate 
committee the Democrats as 
well as the Republicans participated, 
while at tin* house end tile task was 
to secure harmonious action among 
the Republicans so as to present, if 
possible, a solid front when the Dem­ 
ocrats were finally called in for action. 
Pressure from every quarter 
was 
brought to bear. 
Radicals 
and con­ 
servatives strained every nerve. The 
vital point of the contest hinged upon 
whether the 
resolutions 
should go 
further than the president, had gone 
and declare for 
the independence of 
Cuba from Spanish domination. 
It 
now seems certain thin a compromise 
proposition will be reported at both 
ends of the capitol. 
The senate com­ 
mittee’s resolution will 
be the more 
radical of the two. 
Ii will declare for 
Immediate 
intervention, 
a 
general 
recognition of the rights of the Cuban 
people to freedom and independence, 
arid will demand the 
W i t h d r a w a l o f £ i m n i # l i F o r e * * * 
from the island. 
The Republicans of 
the house committee, as 
a result of 
their labors, practically united upon a 
resolution which also directs immedi­ 
ate intervention (in that respect go­ 
ing 
beyond 
the president’s 
recom­ 
mendation) and for the establishment 
of a “firm and stable” government in 
Cuba. 
Mr. Smith of Michigan stood 
out stubbornly for a recognition of the 
independence, but the committee did 
not yield. When the resolutions were 
submitted to the Republican steering 
committee they

In the senate 
it is impossible to predict how long the 
debate will run.

consider war inevitable as a result of 
their adoption unless Spain makes a 
final and complete surrender by giv­ 
ing up the island of Cuba.

At C ataline de Guinea the sta te m en t reports 
the condition of the reeoneentrados as sad and 
desperate. 
There are, It says, "no zones of cul­ 
tivation,” and the reeoneentrados are not a l­ 
lowed to leave the towm In search of work or 
food even w ith a m ilitary pass. 
Food Is so 
scarce th a t one m ust w alk four or five miles 
before finding a sweet potato. 
In these dis­ 
tricts the relief given to the reeoneentrados by 
Gen. Blanco is a faree." 
The land near the town comprised In the zone 
for cultivation, the statem en t says has been 
rented by four Spaniards who have w ealth and 
influence, and they employ the few reeoncen- 
trados who are able to work, a t 30 or 40 cents 
per day. but nobody can leave the towm w ith ­ 
out a pass good for a m onth and which costs 
2o cents. 
The workmen have to leave a t 6 
o’clock in the m< rning. and not being able to 
take meals with them are obliged to work until 
0 o’clock in the evening w ithout food. Tho 
women who g»» in search of vegetables are 
som etim es deprived of them on their way back 
by guerillas. 
In fifteen days 2**0 reconcentrado* 
have died In Guines from starvation. 
"O ne of the few protectors of the reeonoen- 
trados, in fact, a heroic one," says the s ta te ­ 
ment, "is a young m an named Jose Amohedo, 
whoee fa th e r and m other died attending the 
suffering people and who himself has given up 
eight 
h uses belonging 
to him 
as dwelling 
places for the reeonrenfrados, all the contents 
of a grocery store which he possessed nnd who 
Is as destitute as they are but alw ays a tte n d ­ 
ing to those who suffer."

We have fifteen or eighteen 
families of A m erican reeoneentrados who own 
property in the country, and were they allowed 
to go to their homes could m ake a g>x>d living. 
Ail these have begged and pleaded with the 
a u th o rities under Blanco's order to go and 
were in every case refused."

and d eath , until indeed the picture as draw n in 
the plain language of official communication* 
Is revolting. 
Mr. B arker devoted com paratively 
little space to political questions, but one or 
two. of his letters are along tl,**e lines. 
P ro b ­ 
ably th e most notable of these la his com m uni­ 
cation of Jan , lo. In which he volunteer* s«>m* 
suggestions to the departm ent of state. 
From 
this com m unication the following ex tracts are 
ta k e n :

Then let congress a lte r our citizenship laws by 
am ending the sta tu te relative to the declara­ 
tion required of persons becoming citizens by 
n aturalization so th at the subjects or citizens 
of any other governm ent at present residing a t 
C uba m ay go before any United S tates consul 
in th at island and m ake declaration of Inten­ 
tion of becoming a citizen of the United States 
Which shsll entitle them to recognition us c iti­ 
zens until the expiration of two years, w hen 
th e y lie required to reside in the United Btate* 
until five years shall have elapsed before be­ 
ing gran ted n aturalization paper*.

Mr. B ark er devotes much space to th* *i*ff*r- 
In and m ortality of the people of his province. 
H e places the m ortality figures for six of the 
prlnclj.al cities of his district for the period 
beginning w ith Jan. 1 and ending Nov.

1867, at 80,851. 
Ho says this Is the olfi da I 
record and that fully 25 per cent should tie 
added to cover deaths, of whic h no record was 
kept. 
" U rd ' ubtedly," he says, “ one-half the reccn- 
centradoe have died, and to-day Spanish sol­ 
diers are companion victim s of tin 
surviving 
non-com batants. 
This appalling death mil is 
m ute yet convincing proof of the terrible de- 
rtiu c tlo n of life of the m ain policy pursued 
In attem p tin g to subjugate tho I.-land. W ith 
me the conviction is firmlv rooted th a t w ithin 
sixty days 90 per cent of th* p op u lar* will 
reach a state of craving hunger, nor do I feel 
th a t I am speaking chlm erlcally w ithout In­ 
cluding the rank and fll" of tl e Rpnnteh arm y. 
The true status, as viewed a t present, will 
b . a r out this opinion, 
Tho suffering among 
the troops, as well as the reeoneentrados, sim ­ 
ply beggars portrayal, while discontent ripen* 
d a ily .” 
On Pec. 13 Mr. B arker relates the p articu ­ 
lars of a visit he had m ade to five nf th* 
principal railroad towns in his consular d is­ 
trict. which tour had been undertaken to verify 
the previous statem ents. 
Speaking of this trip,

Clara, 
Cruces, E speranza, Jlcotea and S anta Domingo, 
he says: 
"T h e destitution Is simply too harrow ing to 
recite and m ust become Intensified each day.

In these towns I 
got m y Information from the m ayors of oath. 
F rom them T learned th at while ther* was an 
Issu e of food running from three to five days, 
beginning on the 28th ult., consisting of thre* 
ounces of bacon or jerked beef and six ounces 
of rice for adults, with h alf this allow ance 
for children under fourteen years, th" pittance 
given 
was sufficient only 
for one-fourth 
to 
one-tenth of the starv in g . 
No fu rth er relief 
has been given up to date, and the m ayors of 
these towns are a u th o rity for sta tin g t h a t 
the captain general had ordered the discontinu­ 
ance of the food to the reconcentrado*. 
This order from 
the captain general 
w as 
apparently given because of the Insufficiency 
of the food supply for th" Spanish soldier- 
The m ayor of S an ta Ulara had already told 
Mr 
B arker th a t the m ilitary com m ander had 
informed him th at he wars to give food to no 
one having relations in the Insurrection, which 
would include 75 per cent of the destitute. 
F rom this Mr. B arker concludes that, however 
sincere may be the desire to help the recon 
o ertrad o s by the Spanish authorities, they are 
powerless to do so for w ant of means. 
He 
also states that all popular subscriptions hav*- 
proved total failures, "because the Cubans are 
poverty-stricken and tho Spanish will contrib­ 
ute n o th in g .”

Th* reports of the condition of affairs st 
S antiago are mad* hy Consul F F. H yatt, b e­ 
ginning Nov. 15 last. 
Mr. H y att had then but 
recently returned to the Island, and he begins 
his rejw rts with a view of the conditions of th* 
insurgents and autonom ists. 
He had been d is­ 
posed. he said, to believe the Insurgents w e r e

Instructions to prevent grinding w herever it 
c a n be done, because by preventing the export 
•of su g ar the Spanish revenues are decreased. 
I t will be very difficult for the Spanish a u ­ 
thorities to prevent cane burning, because one 
i r a n a t night can s ta rt a fire which will burn 
h u n d red s of acres ju s t a s a single Individual 
cou^d ignite a prairie by throw ing a m atch 
into the d ry grass.

Dec. 28 Gen. Bee m ak es the first com m uni­ 
c a tio n about the new scheme of autonom y. 
Ile lays th a t he h a s been Informed th a t the 
-authorities are engaged in forcing a n autono­ 
mist ic cabinet and a rra n g in g for the m em ­ 
b e rs to take the required oath on June I. and 
h ave a n election th irty days thereafter. 
F ro m m y present Inform ation most of the 
S p a n iard s will re fra in from voting and n ear­

W’here the “ reeonoentiado order’’ oould not bo 
enforced, the great m ass of the people are self- 
sustaining. 
“ A dally average of ten cents w orth of food 
to 20,000 people would bo an expenditure of 
$2,000 par day, an d of course the m ost hu ­ 
m an e efforts on th e p a r tof cur citizens e a r not 
h> pe to accomplish such a gigantlo relief and 
a g r i a t portion of these people will have to be

a bandoned to H e i r fa te .” 
Gen. Bee enclosed in this comm unication on 
editorial to tho D ia iro Moi Ina, w hich vigorous­ 
ly denounced the “ seditious u m u lt” of the day

On the tom e day he also rent to the

1897, ew ing to the concentration

J a n . 12. 13, 14 and 15 Gen. Bee

Blanco and three new spaper 
offices.

I n s u r g e n t V ic t o r ie s . 
Jan . 21 Gen. Dee tran sm itted a copy of the 
decree w hich established the autonom itlc regim e 
on the Island of Cuba. 
On Jan . 15-22 Gen. Dee reported by ©able 
dally th a t all was quiet in H a v a n a and th a t the 
recent rioting had caused some delays, bait 
th a t no difficulty w as apprehended as to the 
landing of supplies. 
Feb. 4 he reports the receipt of moneys from 
various sections of the United S tates for re ­ 
lief purposes an d the m an n er in which it Is be­ 
ing distributed. Feb. 
IO he telegraphed the 
■tate de;>artme<nt as follows: 
“C ap tain general 
returned yesterday; 
m et 
w ith no success of any sort. 
Spaniards every­ 
where unfriendly; rum ors of coming dem on­ 
stratio n a g a in st him here. 
I think him an e x ­ 
cellent m an but in an u n f o r t u n a t e position; 
three serious combats reported within a week, 
lack of physical stre n g th .’’ 
Tho sam e day he sent to the sta te dep artm en t 
a sta te m en t of the condition of the towns In 
the neighborhood of the city of H a v a n a m ade 
by a person he had sent to those places for the 
purpose of inspecting the num ber and condition 
of the starving. 
The statem en t covers four 
towns in the neighborhood of H avana, and Is 
largely a repetition of the aw ful tale of suffer­ 
ing w hich cam e from the old people of the 
Island. 
At M elina Del Suras the statem ent says th a t 
It Is impossible for the mayor, owing to the 
unhealthy conditions prevailing and the w a n t 
of resources, to relieve the miserable people, 
“ who die in great num bers from starv atio n , 
fever and smallpox. There are other tow ns In 
the sam e condition, for example, Guinea, C a ta ­ 
lina and N adduga, whose situation could be In 
some degree relieved if the country people were 
allowed to leave the town freely In search of 
food. 
In some towns this is entirely prohibited; 
In others they are obliged to pay a tax! In 
every town the first thing noticed is th e u n ­ 
healthy condition of the men and th eir total 
lack of physical stre n g th .’’ 
At C atalina de Gulnes. the sta te m en t reports 
the condition of the reconcentrados as sad and 
desperate. 
There are. It says, “ no zones of cul­ 
tivation.’’ and the reconcentrados are not a l­ 
lowed to leave the tow n In search of work or 
food even with a m ilitary pass. 
Food is so 
scarce th a t one m ust w alk four or five miles 
before finding a sweet potato. In these dis­ 
tricts the relief given to the reconcentrados by 
Gen. Blanco Is a f a r c e . ” 
The land near the tow n comprised in the zone 
for cultivation, the sta te m en t says has been 
rented by four Spaniards who have w ealth and 
Influence, and they employ the few reconcen­ 
trados who are able to work, a t 30 or 40 cents 
per day, but nobody can leave the town w ith ­ 
o ut a pass good for a m onth and which costs 
20 cents. 
The workm en have to leave a t 6 
o'clock In the m im in g , and not being able to 
take m eals with them are obliged to work until 
6 o’clock in the evening without food. 
The 
women who go in search of vegetables are 
som etim es deprived of them on their way back 
by guerillas. 
In fifteen days 200 reconcentradoe 
have died in Gulnes from starvation.

of a grocery store which he possessed and who 
Is as destitute as they are but alw ays a tte n d ­ 
ing to those who suffer.”

M arch I Gen. I^ee reports th at the distrib u ­ 
tion of food, medicines and clothing to the des­ 
titu te is proceeding satisfactorily. 
“ The w ork,” he says, “ has been well o rg an ­ 
ized and system atized under the supervision 
an d direction of Miss C lara Barton, president 
of the Red Cross of the United States, and her 
active and experienced a ssistan ts.”

lieve large num bers In ceeh locality, but th a t 
he can state with confidence th a t un d er th* 
present system of distribution the supplies a rs 
not lost or wasted but reach those for whom 
they are Intended.

H e noted the issuance of the order 
to m unicipal authorities to Issue rations and 
clothing, but ways th at no attention was paid 
to it. 
In this tr.mmunfVaUon he places the 
death rate a t over eighty persons daily, nearly 
all of whom were dying for w ant of food, 
medicine* and clothing. 
“ A« I w rite th is," he says. " a dead negro 
w om an ’irs in the street w ithin two hundred 
yards of this consulate, starved to death.

m ay be. for days,*’

Brice also notes 
the Issuance of an 
order allowing the reconcentrados to return to 
the country, but he says thr restrictions In 
the order are such as to practically prohibit.

“ Only those who can obtain employm ent on 
su g a r plantaions can live. Insurgents gay no 
one will be allowed to grind in th" province 
of M atanzas. The situation Is Indeed deplora­ 
ble, and I am free to say no real help can he 
expected from the Spanish government, and 
the fate of the rem aining reconcentrados Is 
slow, lingering death 
from sta rv atio n .’’ 
W ritin g Dee. 17 Mr. Brice ways th a t the re­ 
lief offered to reconcentiados and other people 
by the Spanish authorities is Ineffectual. 
“ I have,” he says, “ personally visited the 
head m a s te rs of distribution stations.

thousand rations were given out for a few days 
only to 8,000 persons. 
T here are m ore th an 
12,000 starv in g people In this city to-day. One 
out of four or six receives two ounces of rice, 
one-half ounce of jerked beef and som etim es 
a sm all piece of bread tier diem.

stances of distress, am ong others tho following:

H e nays again th a t Gem 
Blanco’s order allowing reconcentrados to re­ 
tu rn and cultivate the crops Is Inoperative and 
of no avail. W ritin g Ja n . 8, he says: 
"Th© 
people are sh u t up In the cities and towns like 
ra ts to starve. 
W e have fifteen or eighteen 
families of A m erican reconcentrados who own 
property In the country, and were they allowed 
to go to th eir homes could m ake a good living. 
All these have begged and pleaded with tho 
Authorities under Blanco’s order to go and 
were in every case refused.”

Consul B ark er covers the conditions existing 
In S a n ta C lara province in a num ber of com­ 
m unications beginning Nov. 20, 1897. and d o s 
ing M arch 24 last. 
His letters constitute one 
long story of distress, of sickness, definition 
and death, until Indeed the picture as draw n In 
the plain language of official com m unications 
Is revolting. 
Mr. B arker devoted com paratively 
little space to political questions, hut one or 
tw o. of his letters are along these lines. 
P rob­ 
ably the most notable of those Is his com m uni­ 
cation of Jan. IO. In which he volunteers some 
suggestions to the dep artm en t of state. 
From 
this com m unication the following e x tra cts are 
taken:

In th at Island and m ake declaration of Inten­ 
tion of becoming a citizen of the United States 
which shall entitle them to recognition as citi­ 
zens until the expiration of two years, when 
they tie required to reside in the U nited State* 
until five years shall have elapsed before lie 
Ing gran ted naturalization papers.

relief from th" U nited States m ust be contin­ 
ued or the people m u st starve so long us there 
is an arm ed Spanish soldier In the country, 
“ since these people, for fear of being m ur­ 
dered, do not go to their country homes.”

Mr. B ark er devotes much space to the .uffer- 
In and m ortality of the people of his province. 
H e places the m ortality figures for six of the 
principal cities of his district for the period 
beginning with Jan . I arid ending Nov. 15, 
1R97, at 80,851. H e says this Is the official 
record and that fully 25 per cent should be 
added to cover deaths, of which no record was 
kept. 
“ Undi ubtedly,’’ he says, "one-half the recon- 
centrad"* have died, and to-day Spanish sol­ 
diers are companion victim s of the 
surviving 
non-com batants. 
T his appalling death roll I* 
m ute yet convincing proof of the terrible de- 
stin ct Ion of life of the main p o l i c y pursued 
In attem p tin g to subjugate the Bland. W ith 
me the conviction is firmly rooted th a t w ithin 
sixty days 90 per cent of the populace will 
reach a state of craving hunger, nor do I Bel 
th a t I am speaking chim erically w ithout In- 
eluding the rank anc! fit** of t ie Spnn'sh army. 
The true statu*, as viewed a t present, will 
b* a r out thla opinion. Tim suffering among 
the troops, as well us the reconcentrados, sim ­ 
ply beggars portrayal, while discontent ripen* 
daily 
On Dec. 13 Mr. B arker relates the particu ­ 
lars of a visit he had made to five of th* 
principal railroad towns in his consular dis­ 
trict, which tour had been undertaken to verify 
the previous statem ents. 
Speaking of this trip,

Cruces, Esperanza, Jlcotea and S an ta Domingo, 
he says:

The best advice we 
can give to Judge Collins is to make 
a campaign or let it severely alone, 
and no man while holding a seat up­ 
on the supreme bench should engage 
in a political campaign.

Dr. Schneider-Preisw erk, in 
Basle, 
has discovered a novel m e a n s of s a v ­ 
ing life in m a rin e accidents, which If 
generally used will 
probably , lessen 
g reatly th e n um b er of lives lost by 
such accidents, says the P h ilad elp h ia 
Record. 
His invention has been pronounced 
very im p o rta n t by the F r e n c h Acad­ 
em y of Sciences, which in one of their 
last m eetings listened very a tten tiv ely 
to a lecture by Dr. L an v eraux upon the 
new 
invention. 
T h e 
inventor 
does 
a w ay with all artificial belts and other 
floating appliances; he proposes to in ­ 
flate the cellular tex ture beneath the 
h u m a n skin on the breast, which, if 
filled with air, forms a n atu ra l p n e u ­ 
m atic belt, by the aid of which one 
m a y not only float himself b u t even 
su p p o rt a n o th e r body. 
T he idea is said 
to he perfectly practicable. 
It has been 
proved t h a t a m a n weighing 160 pounds, 
whose specific weight is between 1.08 
and 1.10, whose head m ay weigh seven 
pounds, needs only a bout 
200 
cubic 
inches of air within his body in order 
to Moat w ith the head out of the water. 
T his a m o u n t of a ir is easily insertr 
into this hollow space 
be n e a th 
the 
skin with Dr. S c h n e id e r’s aseptic s y r ­ 
inges, which will in one injection in­ 
flate from tw e n ty to thirty-five cubic 
inches of air. 
T h e introduction of the 
point, which is only two m illim eters 
thick, will hardly lie feit. 
Such a p um p 
is not even necessary. It is much s im ­ 
pler to use a little a p p a ra tu s, also p a t ­ 
ented by Dr. Schneider, which consists 
of a hollow needle, a thin ru b b e r hose 
eighteen inches long, into which this 
needle is inserted. 
A 
little aseptic 
cotton placed Into the open end of the 
r u b b e r hose is ail t h a t is necessary. 
T h e skin is sim ply raised, the hollow 
needle introduced into it, and th e n the 
o th e r end of the ru bb er hose is ta k e n 
into the m outh and the m a n ’s own 
b re a th blown into it. 
Two deep r e s­ 
pirations, which a re blown into each 
side of the breast, will be sufficient to 
Moat a m an, however heavy.

Dr. Schneider-Preiswerk, in Basle, 
has discovered a novel means of sav­ 
ing life in marine accidents, which if 
generally used will probably , lessen 
greatly the number of lives lost by 
such accidents, says the Philadelphia 
Record. 
His Invention has been pronounced 
very important by the French Acad­ 
emy of Sciences, which in one of their 
last meetings listened very attentively 
to a lecture by Dr. Lanveraux upon the 
new Invention.

inventor does 
away with all artificial belts and other 
floating appliances; he proposes to in­ 
flate the cellular texture beneath the 
human skin on the breast, which, if 
filled with air, 'onus a natural pneu­ 
matic belt, by the aid of which one 
may not only float himself but even 
support another body. The Idea is said 
to be perfectly practicable. It has been 
proved that a man weighing 160 pounds, 
whose specific weight is between 1.08 
and 1.10, whose head may weigh seven 
pounds, needs only about 200 cubic 
inches of air within his body in order 
to float with the head out of the water. 
This amount of air is easily insertc 
into this hollow space beneath the 
skin with Dr. Schneider’s aseptic syr­ 
inges, which will in one injection in­ 
flate from twenty to thirty-five cubic 
inches of air. The introduction of the 
point, which is only two millimeters 
thick, will hardly be felt. Such a pump 
is not even necessary. It is much sim­ 
pler to use a little apparatus, also pat­ 
ented by Dr. Schneider, which consists 
of a hollow needle, a thin rubber hose 
eighteen inches long, into which this 
needle is inserted. 
A 
little aseptic 
cotton placed into the open end of the 
rubber hose is all that is necessary. 
The skin is simply raised, the hollow 
needle introduced into it, and then the 
other end ot the rubber hose is taken 
into the mouth and the man’s own 
breath blown into it. Two deep res­ 
pirations, which are blown into each 
side of the breast, will be sufficient to 
float a man, however heavy.

WORK OF CONGRESS 


W ashington, A pril 7.—A fter w aiting 
patiently in the galleries and corridors 
of the house for hours, many of them 
from S o’clock in the morning, until 
shortly before 3 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, the thousands who had come to 
hear the president’s Cuban message, 
turned aw ay weary and disgusted at 
the delay. 
N ever was there such dis­ 
appointment at the cupttol. 
The mem­ 
bers felt it more keenly than the spec­ 
tators, and for two hours afterw ard 
they stood about the lobbies discussing 
this latest 
phase 
of the situation. 
The news of 
the proposed arm istice 
w hich came on the heels of the an 
nouneeinent that (Jen. Lee had cabled 
for delay received quite as much at­ 
tention as the request of Lee. 
The 
debate in progress in the house over 
the arm y reorganization bill attracted 
little or 
no attention. 
It was 
com­ 
pletely overshadowed by the more ab­ 
sorbing question. 
Considerable oppo­ 
sition 
to the bill 
developed on the 
ground that its provision for an exten­ 
sion of the regular arm y in time of 
w ar to 104,000 men would be Inim ical 
to the national guard and the volun­ 
teer forces upon which the country 
had heretofore relied in time of stress. 
There w ill be a strong effort to re­ 
commit the bill. 


I n th e Sem ite. 
W h en the senate convened intense 
expectancy, amounting to excitement, 
prevailed both on the floor and in tho 
galleries. 
The 
president’s 
message 
had been positively promised and its 
coming w as 
awaited w ith 
genuine 
anxiety. 
Ten minutes after the sen­ 
ate convened 
consideration 
of the 
sundry civil 
bill was 
resumed, and 
w ith the exception 
of eight minutes 
consumed by 
executive 
session, in 
which Senator D avis announced that 
no m essage v. ould be sent in, almost 
tho entire session was consumed by 
the appropriation Dill. 
It was practi­ 
cally completed when laid for the day. 


W ashington, A p ril S. 
There w as a 
seem* of great excitement in the house 
during the consideration of the bill for 
the reorganization of the arm y. 
It 
w as caused by 
Mr. Lentz, an Ohio 
Democrat, who 
made 
a vicious as­ 
sault on the adm inistration, charging 
that the policy of delay was In the 
interest of stock jobbers in W a ll street. 
H e alleged 
that W a ll street was in 
possession of 
inform ation 
that the 
message would not go in long before 
It was made known at the eapitol, 
and profited heavily by the advance in 
the price of stocks which resulted. H e 
even charged that there was no w a r­ 
rant 
for 
the 
alarm ing 
statements 
nliont the situation in H avana which 
w ere reported as ju stifyin g the delay 
of the message. 
Mr. Lentz’s i.peech 
created a profound sensation and was 
met w ith 


A n E m p h a tic R e p ly

Hen. Grosvenor, now regarded 
generally as the adm inistration spokes­ 
man on the floor. 
Mr. Grosvenor not 
only indignantly denied that there was 
justification for the reports, but held 
Mr. Lentz up to scorn for alleging cor­ 
rupt motives 
against the president. 
Mr. Lentz 
disclaimed 
this, but the 
irate friend of the president gave him 
no 
mercy. 
H e 
w as 
thoroughly 
aroused and laid 
about 
him w ith n 
veritable bludgeon, charging that the 
Democrats wen* seeking political ad­ 
vantage, and paying his respects to 
John .1. McCook and others. 
Before 
he concluded he expressed the opin­ 
ion that w ar w as as certain as that 
w ar was as certain as that he would 
live until next week, unless it was 
averted by Spain. 
The debate on the 
arm y bill developed more and more 
opposition. 
Mr. H u ll tried to save the 
bill by agreeing to strike out all its 
provisions, even

WORK OF CONGRESS 


W ashington, April 7.—A fter waiting; 
patiently in the galleries aud corridors 
of the house for hours, m any of them 
from 8 o’clock in the morning, until 
shortly before 3 o’clock in the afte r­ 
noon, the thousands who had come to 
hear the president's Cuban message, 
turned aw ay w eary arid disgusted at 
the delay. 
Never w as there such dis­ 
appointm ent a t the capitol. T he mem­ 
bers felt it more keenly th an the spec­ 
tators, and for two hours afterw ard 
they stood about the lobbies discussing 
this latest 
phase 
of the situation.

Ten m inutes afte r the sen­ 
a te convened 
consideration 
of the 
sundry civil 
bill w as 
resumed, and 
w ith the exception 
of eight m inutes 
consumed by 
executive 
session, In 
which Senator Davis announced that 
no m essage v. mu Id be sent In. almost 
the entire session was consumed by 
th e appropriation bill.
